The commission strongly urges the 
city government to give it authority to 
use some dust-laying preparation of the 
tay and oil variety on the principal 
residentia] streets, believinig that a sav- 
ing in the cost of street watering could 
be made. 

Widening of the principal thorough- 
fares, Salem, Main and Ferry streets, is 
advocated, especially North Main street 
where it is now impossible for the elec- 
tric cars to pass heavily laden teams 
until the teams pull up into some inter- 
secting street and come to a full stop. 
Even carriages and the narrower vehicles 
must come to a full stop to allow the 
cars to pass.. The rounding off of the 
corner Of Main and Ferry streets, which 
is extremely ngrrow and one of the prin- 
cipal corners of the city, is strongly 
recommended. 

The Summer street surface drainage 
improvements, which were contracted 
for and for which money was appropi- 
ated a year ago, will be completed this 
year, the building of the railroad bridge, 
with the abeuten of the grade crossing 
at this point, having delayed the work. 
The Linden sewers will be completed and 
will be connected’ with suitable trunk 
lines with the main sewers. 

The commission urges a $3000 appro- 
priation for the work of exterminating 
the elm leaf beetle which has done con- 
siderable damage to the shade trees. 
The commission has an appropriation 
still unexpended for putting out shade 
trees through the streets, but does not 
wish to expend it while the moths and 
beetles are #80 numerous.

APPROPRIATIONS APPROVED. 
The Melrose appropriations committee 
has recommended to the city government 
that the 860,000 asked for by six depart- 
ment heads be granted. 


Sprague Sargent of Brookline, who in a 
pamphlet has pointed out the error of 
these plans. He shows the sacrifice of 
dignity in the four-row scheme, which, 
in a planting space of but 100 feet 
width, cramps the trees and does not 
permit them to attain more than half 
their mature growth, and the inferior 
beauty in a system of alternate rows, 
instead of standing opposite, such as is 
intended by the park commissioners. 

“Professor Sargent rightly declares the 
plan of planting larger and smaller trees 
together impracticable and asymmetrical. 
The trees in the inner and outer rows 
will receive unequal proportions of light 
and space, which will result in unequal 
growth. 

“He shows also that the plans of the 
park commissioners calls for the mov- 
ing of the trees which were planted 
in 1904, causing a delay in reaching a 
settled appearance, a probable loss of 
many of the trees, and injury to others, 
and involving an absolutely unnecessary 
expenditure of money. The recommend- 
ation of the commissioners, in short, for 
an additional expenditure of about $24,- 
000 is something more than a waste of 
the people’s money, for it destroys a 
good plan, I believe, in the attempt to 
adopt another which it is impossible 
under existing conditions to carry out.”

PARIS—For the first time in many’ 
years Shrove Tuesday passed without 
any throwing of confetti on the Paris 
streets. The absence of this. chief fea- 
ture of the carnival festivities was due 
to a decree of the frefect of palice. Of 
course the principal reason for this 
measure was because the authorities con- 
sidered that such an investment of thou- 
sands of francs would be improper when 
the money, would do so much toward as- 
sisting the inhabitants of the flood- 
swept districts. 

Those who were most affected by this 
carnival abstinence were a certain num- 
ber of workmen in the Belleville and 
Menilmontant district who devote their 
entire year to manufacturing enough 
confetti “for the carnival time. It is

doing this to positive excess he is a nat- 
urally good hitter against the wind, but 
his is a gift beset with terrible dangers 
and not lightly to be cultivated. 

It is chiefly in respect to his wooden 
club shots that the ordinary player 
thinks to break down on a windy day; 
as to the iron shots, he is under the 
pleasing idea that he will be able to 
manage them somehow, and to the put- 
ting he does not give any particular 
thought. Yet it is likely that his high 
score will be rather due to an abnormally 
large number of puts than to anything 
else. Putting in a high wind is abomin- 
ably difficult, because the player feels 
that there is only one side from which 
the hole can be successfully attacked. 
Everybody is afraid of the shortest of 
holing-out puts down wind, and indeed 
they are terrible things; only the brav- 
est and best of putters can hit the ball 
gentiy and vet freely: with the others 
the club will come jerkily to a stop‘just 
when it reaches the ball—indeed. almost 
before doing so. In playing a long put 
against the wind the ineradicable ten- 
dency to be short is therefore increased 
a hundredfold, and in addition most 
people greatly underestimate the effect of 
the wind upon a winning ball.

“2. The acquisition of forest reserves, 
by the national government is uncon. 
stitutional. 

“Why? The constitution in terms was 
ordained and established to promote the 
general welfare. : 

“Nobody questions the constitution- 
ality of national enterprises, even of a 
national loan of millions of dollars for 
the promotion of inland waterways for 
the middle West or for national irriga- 
tion enterprises for the far West. 

“Nobody questions the constitutional- 
ity of spending the national revenues for 
the maintenance of forest reserves in the 
West, in the benefit of which the East 
does not participate. If it is constitu- 
tional to maintain forest reserves for the 
Pacific slope, it is hard to see by what 
process of reasoning it becomes unconsti. 
tutional to acquire forest reserves for the 
Atlantic slope. 

“3. The separate states in which for- 
est reserves are proposed should pay for 
them out of their respective state treas- 
uries. 

“The answer to this statement is that 
with the exception of New York, and 
one or two others, the states separately 
cannot afford it. One of the most needed 
of these reserves is in the state of New 
Hampshire, about the headwaters of 
many of the great rivers of New Eng- 
Jand, already shrunken in volume, al- 
ready damaged as a result of the ne- 

' glect by a national government that has 
been lavish in its expenditures to save 
woods and water power and water supply 
for the states beyond the Mississippi. The 
little state of New Hampshire cannot 
Afford with her small population and 
‘rocky soil to buy and manage such a re- 

" serve. 

“The nation, however, out of taxes, to 
which New Hampshire contributes, has 
maintained national forest reserves ‘of 
25,605,700 acres for the rich state of Cal- 
lfornia alone and last year added 2,364. 
483 acres to the national forest reserves 
located in that state. * 

“If it be said that these forests are 
pare of the national domain it may be 
answered: Was it not the whole nation 
that paid for the national domain? 

“The states and territories in which 
there are now national forest reserves are 
Arizona, Arkansas, California, Colorado, 
Florida, Idaho, Kansas, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, 
New Mexico, North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Washing- 
ton and Wyoming. 

“Is this a time for the West to refuse 
the East when the East in turn, asks 
‘national help that streamflow and water 
supplies shall be preserved for the East 
throfigh national! forest reserves, as they 
are being created for the West by na- 
tional expenditure for irrigation! 

“Whatever develops any part of our 
country is for the benefit of every 
American. The states that are asking 
for Appalachian forest reserves are 
merely asking for themselves what they 
have already gladly helped to give oth- 
ers. For the first time jn our history 
the Governors of South Carolina and of 
Massachusetts have stood side by side

ing as part of the Harvard curriculum, 
he heartily approves of individual prac- 
tise for every student who has the op- 
portunity. 

President Huntingtor of Boston Uni- 
versity says that his institution has no 
-campus and municipal] conditions being 
such as they are, it is impracticable to 
do anything in the way of establishing 
a rifle range. Moreover, he is a pacificist 
and is not greatly stirred in behalf of 
such recreation, inasmuch as he is an 
advocate of disarmament by nations and 
reduction of army and navy forces by 
the United States, and is in favor of all 
that looks toward peace rather than 
war. 

He believes that the college should be 
the means of cultivating high ideals and 
beliefs that will make ultimately for 
universal peace.

ULIFFORD B. HARMON 
OFF 10 TRY FOR CUP 
OR FLIGHT LENGTH 


NEW YORK—Clifford B. Harmon of 
the Aero Club of America, holder of the 
American record for length of time spent 
continuously in the air, left today for 
San Antonio, Tex., wnere he will try 
to win the Lahm cup and the world’s 
record for continuous frying. 

He will fly in the spherical balloon 
New York. It was in this balloon that 
he made the American record, remaining 
in the air 48 hours and 28 minutes. Be- 
fore leaving today he declared: 

“With 20 master navigators of the air, 
the United*States need never be con- 
cerned at the approach of a hostile fleet. 
A single aeroplane can carry enough ex- 
plosives to blow up a fleet. In Los 
Angeles I@witnessed a series of experi- 
ments by Captain Beck of the signal 
corps. Curtiss took him up 300 feet 
and from’ that height Beck threw out 
bags of gravel into a square of less than 
100 feet. Inside the square was a 
bull's eye of 10 feet square and the 
gravel bags “hit this an astonishing 
number of times. 

“It is almost impossible to hit any- 
thing 500 feet in the air. I recently 
fired many shots at a balloon at that 
height and failed to hit it at all. The 
advantage would all be on the side of 
the aviator.” 


NEW YORK—Federal Judge Hand to- 
day granted a temporary § injunction 
asked for by the Wright brothers of 
Dayton, O., to prevent Louis Paulhan, 
the French aviator, from making further 
flights until the courts finally pass upon 
the question of the patents which the 
Wrights allege are violated in the Far- 
man machine in which Paulhan flies. 
Judge Hand did not decide the claims of 
the Wrights to priority in aerial navi- 
gation, declaring that this point was not 
at issue.

NEW YORK—tThere are some inter- 


eating things beneath the surface of 
Manhattan island besides subways and 
tubes, although they are much less 
talked about. These are the foundations 
of the skyscrapers, the building Of 
which presents many unique and in- 
teresting engineering problems. Founda- 
tions are traditionally more important 
than superstructures, and as since their 
introduction 15 years ago skyscraper 
buildings have come to form a vital 
part of the life of congested lower Man- 


hattan, some knowledge of what they | 


stand on may be interesting. 

In view of the existing sub-surface 
character of the New York financial dis- 
trict. it is agreed by experts today that 
the caisson foundation is the only de- 
sirable construction for a building of 
over 16 stories. When the base of the 
building is constructed below water level, 
or about 30 feet below the surface of 
the street, the sub-strata is shifted with 
the result that underground currents 
are compelled to change their channels 
and find new courses. 

In the case of a building resting on 
piling, this means the drawing off of 
water and the substitution of air, which 
works a chemical change and in time dis- 
integrates the piles, thus rendering the 
foundation precarious. The great num- 
ber of tall buildings which have been 
erected in Manhattan south of Cham- 
bers street, according to experts, have 
caused a realignment of the whole under- 
ground strata. 

It is, of course, not impracticable to 
erect huge buildings on. piling, as the 
cost of a caisscn foun- 
dation very great. 
Still, engineers hesi- 
tate to recommend the 
old method. In the 
case of many older skyscrapers which 
have been built on piling, many owners

One of the most warmly contested 
caucuses in the history of the town is ex- 
pected today when Brookline voters gath- 
er at 4 p. m. to cast ballots for candidates 
for five town selectmen, four school com- 
mitteemen, park commissioner, modera- 
tor, town clerk, town treasurer and one 
member for the board of auditors, water 
board and board of trustees of the Wal- 
nut Hills cemetery. 

Chief interest centers in the contest 
for the board of selectmen, for which 
there are 12 candidates. Three members 
of the former board are up for reelection, 
Horace James, who has served on the 
board for 39 years, John A. Curtin and 
Philip 8S. Parker. 

The other candidates for the board are 
George 8S. Baldwin, Albion P. Bemis, Dr. 
Everett M. Bowker, P. J. Cantwell, Ly- 
man J. Clark, Frank B. Connor, James 
F. Quinn, Walter J. Cusick and Freder- 
ick KE. Palmer. 

One. of the most interesting contests 
in the caucus is that of Dewitt 8S. Ad- 
ler against Prof, Charles S. Sargent fer 
a place on the park commission.

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W ASHINGTON—*Shall 
caucus to decide whether the House will 
investigate the present high cost of liv- 
ing?” 

Speaker Cannon has been asking this 
question and the sentiment among the 
leaders seems to be in favor of a caucus. 

The resolution from the committee on 
ways and means providing that the com- 
mittee should conduct the. investigation 
is now with the committee on rules. To 
get it out involves a double dilemma. 
Any report from the committee on rules 
is subject to an amendment that might 
revise the Cannon rules, put the speaker 
off the committee on rules and substitute 
the insurgent program for the present 
system. Secondly, the report is subject 
to an amendment that would give the 
House the power to elect the investigat- 
ing committee and this might result in 
a committee that would say harsh things 
about the tariff. 

In order to get the matter before the 
House, it therefore seems necessary to 
have a Republican caucus and to get 
enough insurgents into the caucus to 
insure victory for the program. 

The indications are today that this can 


be done because the Democrats are un- 
willing to mix the rules fight with the 
cost of living investigation and some of 
the insurgents want to stand by the 
Democrats in this. The Democrats, they 
say, stood with them and therefore the 
rules issue should not be forced until 
the Democrats are ready. In this class 
are Hayes of California and Gardner of 
Massachusetts. The Democratic mem- 
bers of the House are inclined to take 
the view that the rules fight may well 
be postponed. Both Champ Clark and 
Oscar Underwood are on the committee 
on ways and means, they say, and can be 
trusted to do the right kind of probing 
on the cost of living. 

Other insurgents believe that no oppor- 
tunity to amend the rules should be 
allowed to pass by and that if they go 
into caucus on this proposition, they 
may not get another chance. 

Representative Dwight (Rep., N. Y.), 
“whip” of the majority, was instructed 
today to count noses to find out how 
many Republicans could be depended 
upon to come into caucus. As it stands 
now, neither the organization nor the 
insurgents appear to know their exact 
strength.

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OUNOD'S “Faust” was sung at the 


Boston opera house Wednesday even- 
ing with a new Marguerite, Mme. Fely 
Dereyne, and a new Valentine, Raymon 
Hlanchart. The performance, like that 
of “Boheme” on Monday night, was 
smooth in ita scenic progress and a de- 
light musically. Mme. Dereyne’s mezzo 
soprano voice is a distinct addition to 
the musical equipment of the company ; 
with its rich low tones and with its 
warm, high tones it gives the music of 
Marguerite a meaning that no voice has 
heretofore given it in the Boston opera 
performances of Gounod’s work. It is 
one of those voices that justify the 
union of the arts of singing and acting 
in the composite art of opera, because it 
gives vividness to certain important dra- 
matic motives by its very tone color, The 
Gretchen tragedy has aspects both of pa- 
thos and of terror, and it is the tragedy 
on its pathetic side that the tones of 
Mme. Dereyne’s voice are especially well 
calculated to search out. 

Mme. Dereyne did her most effective 
singing in the garden scene, where her 
performance of the “Jewel Song” rather 
surpassed in point of interpretation, 
though possibly not in point of execu- 
tion, that of the sopranos who have pre- 
ceded her in the role of Marguerite at 
tie Boston opera house; she sang with 
deep and subdued emotion this aria 
which her predecessors, singers of the 
high soprano type of voice, have sung in 
a spirit of excitement and flurry. All 
through the garden scene Mme. Dereyne 
was more the Teutonic Gretchen of 
Goethe’s play and less the Gallic Gret- 
chen of Barbier and Carre’s libretto than 
either Miss Noria or Miss Nielsen was. 
‘The coming of this artist adds an actress 
as well as a singer to the company; not 
so good an actress, perhaps, as a singer, 
but an actress of sound technique and 
of decided individuality. Mme. Dereyne’s 
next appearance. will be as Carmen on 
Saturday evening, when LBizet’s opera 
will be given at popular prices. 

M. Blanchart is a realistic actor and 
an interesting one; his technical stage 
accomplishments are somewhat in ex- 
cess of his power to vitalize the char- 
acter he assumes, but his good training 
will make him a serviceable member of 
the company. He has a less powerful 
voice than the other baritones of Mr. 
Russell’s forces, but it is flexible and is 
of pleasing tone. Mr. Blanchart will 
next appear Tuesday evening as the 
Count de Nevers in “Huguenots.” 

Mr. Goodrich interpreted with neat- 
ness and finish many of the instru- 
mental passages of the opera and was 
as conscientious as ever to keep the 
‘ tone of voices and of orchestra in good 
balance. Among his best accomplish- 
ments were those for the quartets sung 
by Marguerite, Martha, Faust and 
Mephistopheles in the garden scene. He 
conducted the “Soldiers’ Chorus” with his 
usual success and to still applause was 
obliged to repeat it.

The Apollo Club gave its third con- 
cert of the present season Wednesday 
evening in Jordan hall.

If numbers could be 
picked out for especial mention, the 
“Rook” song with its fowing melody and 
genial humor and the lilting refrain of 
“Two Starlets” with its touch of clap- 
trap pleased among the lighter selee- 
tions. Mr. Foote’s “Hiawatha” is a 
scholarly developed composition, in 
which solo baritone is used for the hero's 
part, and a beautiful color is gained 
through the piano and organ combina- 
tions. - The piece moves to a grand 
climax. 

Mr. Hess’s brilliant technique and 
polished tone delighted, and his solos 
were well sustained by the masterly 
accompaniment of Mr. Lamson.

SIR CHARLES WYNDHAM. 

Sir Charles Wyndham is probably the 
most eminent comedian in England, yet 
his first appearance was made in Amer- 
ica. He owns and controls three theaters 
in London. In 1902, King Edward, in 
recognition of his accomplishments, made 
Charles Wyndham a knight, and he has 
appeared before every other European 
sovereign. 

Charles Wyndham made his first pro- 
fessional appearance in 1863 at Ford’s 
theater, Washington, playing Osric in 
“Hamlet.” He continued at this theater, 
appearing in various small roles for 
about a month, then returning to Lon- 
don. His first theatrical engagement in 
England was at Manchester, since when 
he has continued as an actor, growing 
into the field of management. In 1869 
Lester Wallack brought Wyndham back 
to America to be his leading man at 
his theater in Union square, New York. 
In 1871 he returned for the third time, 
this time bringing with him his English 
compapy. At that time stars toured the 
country alone, and were supported by 
local stock ¢ompanies, but he had his own 
company. It was the first experience of 
the sort in America. It was successful, 
however, and soon grew to be the system 
in vogue. 

Sir Charles visited America a fourth 
time in 1882 and again in 1889. Last 
season he appeared for two weeks at 
the Empire theater, New York, and so 
highly successful was ne in “The Mol- 
lusc” that he was reengaged to tour 
again this season. Sir Charles comes in 
“The Mollusc” to- Boston Monday eve- 
ning at the Colonial after playing an- 
other short engagement at the Empire.

LONDON—Justin Huntly McCarthy 
describes the most recent production at 
His Majesty’s as “an original play de- 
rived from many sources,” and though 
the “sources” are unmistakable, per- 
haps the originality consists in their 
mixing so easily together.

The American government in 1907 set 
aside $4000 for preliminary work and a 
study of the situation was made. In 
1908 $25,000 was appropriated for ex- 
pert study and report, and based upon 
the findings of the engineers a bond issue 
of $3,000,000 was authorized and a plan 
of construction determined upon. 

The land to be benefited lies in a dis- 
trict having a teeming population, with 
seaports, macadamized roads, villages, 
towns, railroads, live stock and large 
sugar factories. In 1908 there were 
under cultivation in this district 24,855 
acres of sugar cane, this land being val- 
ued at $3,532,268. This land, with plenty 
af water and with attention to modern 
methods of cultivation should produce 
easily 50 tons of cane to the acre, or 
about twice the amount produced at 
present. Further, irrigation, it is esti- 
mated, will bring under cultivation 6000 
acres now partly arid. United States 
reclamation service engineers are in 
charge of the work. 

For the most part, around the island 
there is a narrow coastal plain. This, 
where water can be obtained, and many 
of the valleys, are well adapted to the 
culture of cane, although, because of the 
long continued use of the land for this 
purpose, it does not grow as luxuriantly 
as in Cuba. 

The lands suited to sugar cane culture 
are rapidly passing under the contro] of 
wealthy corporations, by purchase or by 
contracting for a term of years the cane 
of the “colonos,” or farmers. Formerly 
the manufacture of sugar from the cane 
was the work of a small amountef cap- 
ital. Today conditions have changed. 
The old system was wasteful. The aim 
of the modern “central” is to waste as 
little as possible. With complex ma- 
chinery, often including three pairs of 
giant triple rollers to crush the cane, 
this is secured.

It is unquestionably true, he said, that 
electrification is coming upon all the 
standard roads, first upon those where 
the business is seriously congested, and 
he added that the New Haven road ex- 
pects to have to be a pioneer in the sub- 
stitution of electric traction for steam.

Asked for his opinion on the effect 
proposed federal legislation against the 
trusté if enacted would have on the busi- 
ness interests of Massachusetts and the 
country, Mr. Mellen laughingly replied:

Mr. Melien’s replies to the specific 
questions previously submitted to him 
by Secretary Anderson are in part as fol- 
lows: 

“What is the outlook for electrification 
of suburban branches ?”’ 


“It .is unquestionably true that elec- 
Ta ck is coming upon all the stand- 
s, first upon those where the 
business is seriously congested, and as 
line probably has the greatest con- 
centration of passenger business of any 
road in the country, naturally we expect 
we shall have to be a pioneer in the 
substitution of electric traction for 
steam, ~ 

“Our company has already invested a 
very large amount of capital in electric 
traction, as applied to standard steam 
railroads, and is still experimenting, 
largely with a view to the improvement 
of the system we have already installed. 

“These improvements have already 
reached a stage where we know we can 
again accomplish what we have for far 
less money, and with probably greater 
efficiency, and our experiments are not 
yet concluded. 

“In our judgment it will be a mistake, 
in the present stage of development, to 
force, by legislative enattment, the elec- 
trification of the lines about Boston. 
Through the natural process of evolution, 
electric traction will be installed in Bos- 
ton, and the whole subject may well be 
left to the managers of the railroads as 
those more greatly interested even than 
the public which is to be benefited. 

“The situation about Boston is one 
that is fraught with mueh greater dif- 
ficylties than that about New - York. 
From New York to Stamford our line 
has but one branch, and it was com- 
paratively easy to electrify a straight- 
away line like that to electrifying a 
similar distance about Boston. 

“In the latter city the lines branch im- 
mediately upon leaving the Union ste- 
tion, and it will cost, in uence, 
about four times as much on the south 
side of the city to electrify the same 
distanee from the termina] as was ‘the 
case in New York. And the Boston & 
Maine lines on the north side of the 
city could not be electrified for a less 
sum. 

“Thus you see the problem is one of 
immensely greater importance from a 
capital standpoint in Boston than in New | 
York, and it should not be entered upon 
too hastily nor until efter the experi- 
ments we are now making oh our preéent 
lines are completed.

“No good reason ocurs to me why the 
relations of the New Haven and the 
Boston & Maine, with their Canadian 
connections, should be <ifferent from 
what have prevailed in the past. It cer- 
tainly should be the desire of any. man-

WASHINGTON—The annual ane 
submitted to the President by the civil 
service commission, and by the President 
transmitted to Congress, declares there 
is @ diminution of the abuses which the 
rules of the commission are intended to 
remedy.

activity, but the offenders were speedily 
and severely punished. 

The commission asks for an increased 
appropriation and a larger office build. 

The number of positions for which 
examinations are held, it is declared, has 
increased by 28,303, and the investiga- 
tions of minor violations of the rule also 
have increased, probably. because the 
rules are becoming more widely known 
and minor violations not formerly no. 
ticed are reported now. 

The commission reports that the reg- 
ulation requiring competitive examina.

is working satisfactorily. 

There are, according to the report, 
367,794 officers and employees in the ex- 
ecutive civil service, 234,940 subject to 
competitive examination under the rules. 
The number of, original appointments 
through compétitive examination as 
shown was 39,905. When promotions, 
transfers and reinstatements are added 
the number is 43,066, and the Philippine 
service and examinations for unskilled 
laborers bring the grand total up to 
43,970.

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HOUSE COMMITTEE 
ON POSTOFFICES 13 
FOLLOWING EVENTS 


WASHINGTON—The House commit- 
tee on postoffices has its eyes fixed upon 
the postoffice department. The repeated 
shots of the publishers have had effect, 
and the committee is quite as deter- 
mined to straighten things in the depart- 
ment as to make the publishers pay all 
that they ought to for second-class mail. 
The members of the committee have 
watched with smiles the duel of figures 
| poing on between the postmaster-gen- 
‘eral and the magazine publishers, and 
have sagely drawn the conclusion that 
ineither side knows very fully what it is 
| talking about. 
| For the committee to undertake « 
Vo i overhauling of the department 
at this session of Congress is out of the 
question. The job is too big. What the 

members of the committee are doing is 

,to study the report of a commission, 
‘which made an investigation in 1907. 
' This report recommended a director. of 

posts and a change in accounting meth- 
'ods. The proposed change was intended 
definitely to make known the coat of 
various services rendered by the depart- 
ment. The figures now being published 
about the cost of carrying second-class 
| mail are, it may fairly be said, hardly 
more than good guesses, in the opinion 
'of the committee. 
| A good idea of the antiquated stuff 
which thrives in the government mail 
service has been given by Victor Mur- 
dock, insurgent leader and member of 
the postoffice committee. 

“The present law,” said Mr. Murdock, 
“requires that no publisher shall deliver 
at the postoffice papers which are still 
wet. This law was passed in the days 
|when publishers wet the paper before 
,they printed upon it. In those days 
| origin ted that still-used term ‘wet from 
‘the press.” But papers are no longer 
wet when they come from the press, in 
the same sense that they used to be 
wet. And a publisher may with perfect 
propriety cart his papers to the post- 
office the moment they are printed. Yet 
the stable, unchanging old law says that 
he must allow the paper to dry before 
he puts them in the mail. 

“A still older relic of ancient days 
imposes upon a railroad the duty to de- 
liver mail to the postoffice, if it is within 
80 rods of the railroad track. That 
originated in the days of stage coaches. 
The law prescribed that if a postoffice 
were within 80 rods of the road over 
which the stage coach ran, the driver 
should turn from the road, drive to the 
postoffice and leave the mail pouch. But 
if the distance was greater than 80 rods, 
it devolved upon Uncle Sam to get the 
pouch. The stage coach days are over, 
but the 80-rod law still hangs on. Theo. 
retically the mail train, when it goes 
through a little village, turns off the 
track, scorns its right of way, darts up 
to the postoffice within the 80-rod line 
and hands the pouch to the waiting 
postmaster.”

It is thought that plans are 
taking shape for retirement of the sec- 
ond preferred and the cutting of a melon 
for the benefit of holders of the common 
Reading has put an enormous 
amount of earnings into the property 
since reorganization and has not in- 
creased its bonded debt in many years. 
Diverted surplus may be made the basis 
for a-substantial distribution later on. 

Union Pacific also was largely dealt 
in and the advance in this stock gave the 
bull party more encouragement than 
anything that has occurred since the re- 
covery began. It opened up '% at 185% 
and improved 14% during the forenoon. 
Southern Pacific also was higher. After 
opening up % at 125% it reacted slightly 
and again advanced. Chicago Great 
Western opened at 31 and advanced over 
a point. The preferred went from’54% 
to above 58. 

Utah Consolidated made a further re- 
covery on the local exchange. After 
opening unchanged at 30 it gained 21%. 
North Butte opened off 4% at 33%, but 
later recovered. Lake Copper opened up 
Y%, at 82%, reacted fractionally and 
again advanced. American Agricultural 
Chemical at 46% was up 1% at the 
opening and later advanced nearly a 
point further. 


COPPER SHARE 
PRICES LOWER 
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Since Reaction in Market Per- 
centage of Yield to Investors 
Is Much Larger Than Few 
Months Ago. 


It was plainly evident that at the 
high prices af 1909 the shares of many 
of the leading copper producing com. 
panies were selling on the basis of 
what they might earn on an antici- 
pated l5-cent copper market. Now that 
this situation has failed to ‘materialize, 
a readjustment has taken place, so that 
the present selling price of many of 
these shares represents a more logical 
valuation for them. 

We give below a table showing earn- 
ings per share on 13'4-cent copper as 
well as .percentage of earnings at the 
high prices of 1909 compared with pres- 
ent prices:

Expects to Find Way of Con- 
tinuing Business Even if 
Court Decision Is Adverse 
to Present Methods. 


FINANCIAL STATUS 


NEW YORK—The $15 quarterly divi- 
dend declared by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany Tuesday will call for a disburse- 
ment of $15,000,000. Since the decision 
of the circuit court, the Standard Oil 
Company has suffered a depreciation of 
something’ like $75,000,000 in market 
value. 

No person identified with the Stand- 
ard Oil Company believes an adverse 
decision by the supreme court means the 
total disintegration of the company. It 
is figured by conservative financiers that 
the Standard Oil Company will hit upon 
some plan to conduct its business with- 
out material loss in earnings or depre- 
ciation of assets. How this can be 
brought about in the face of an adverse 
decision no one in authority cares to 
venture an opinion. 

There are upward of 125 subsidiaries 
of the Standard Oil Company, and should 
there be a forced sale of these companies 
it would mean a heavy loss as well as 
total disorganization of the Standard Oil 
Company. Even if the company itself 
were compelled to operate each subsidi- 
ary independently, it would mean a 
heavy increase in operating costs and a 
corresponding reduction in earnings. 

In this connection it can be said that 
Standard Oil interests contend their 
chances of victory are good. An ad- 
verse decision will naturally clog the 
well-balanced machinery of the Standard 
Oil Company, which has been running 
with clocklike precision for years. How: 
ever, it would seem that a complete 
liquidation of the company would cause 
little, if any, loss to shareholders, based 
on the present market valuation of the 
stock. 

In 1906, for example, the Standard Oil 
Company reported $371,664,631 gross as- 
sets and $359,400,000 net assets. Since 
1906 net profits have averaged close to 
$80,000,000 a year and dividend payments 
a little less than $40,000,000 a year. This 
would seem to mean an addition of ap- 
proximately $200,000,000 to earnings over 
the.Jast four years, making total assets 
of $530,000,000, or $530 a share on the 
stock.

The Standard Oil Company values its 
properties far-below cost, and it would 
appedr that shareholders could easily 
get the present market valuation of their 
stock even if the company liquidated and 
disbursed proceeds to shareholders. 

It is the purpose of Standard Oil Com. 
pany to publish complete periodical 
statements as soon as it has freed itself 
from liquidation. That the capital stock 
will be increased from $100,000,000 to 
$500,000,000 or $600,000,000, thereby 
bringing it closer to intrinsic value, is 
well understood.

PASSENGER EXPRESS 


For the first four months of the ecur- 
rent fiscal year the gross earnings of the 
Boston & Worcester Street Railway 
Company (the operating company) were 
$155,475, the largest for that period in 
the history of the road and an increa 
of 13 per cent over the corresponding 


period in the previous fiscal year. 

With the exceptions of Decémber and 
January, gross earnings have shown an 
increase for each month since last June 
and the management anticipates favor- 
able earnings the coming spring and 
summer.

C. F. & G. W. Eddy, Inc., of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, received the fol- 
lowing from their Chicago correspondent: 

Wheat—The wheat market opened up 
at the highest level of the advance. There 
was a good deal of buying at the start 
and offeringg were quite readily taken, 
but later there was enough realizing to 
cause seme reaction. The cables did not 
show as much advance as looked for, but 
this was of little importance, as the 
foreign markets have been of very little 
importance in the recent movement of 
values. The receipts were not so heavy, 
showing a decrease of nearly 100 cars 
at Minneapolis, Duluth and Winnipeg, 
and there were again a great many re- 
ports regarding the condition of the 
crop. The Price Current report was a 
rather favorable one and it also claimed 
that there was rather free marking of 
grain at the interior, although this is 
not shown in the current week’s move- 
ment and may refer to previous receipts. 

Corn—Corn was fairly active with 
prices opening up on the fear that re- 
ceipts which already this week have 
shown an important decrease compared 
with last week will be delayed.

You 
may give him a few setbacks, but in the 
end he will win out, The great cities, 
with their sometimes easy money, prove 
too strong @ temptation for the average 
man. That is why the earnest worker 
wins out. For a man nmiust never con- 
found money and happiness. He should 
strive for both, but never think one as- 
sures the other.”

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POETA LOQUITUR 
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HE poet speaks and the world lis- 

tens, but may not hear till after 
many days. The verse maker is heard 
at once and valued at his full worth— 
which is often considerable, be it re- 
membered. Time must test the man’s 
right to wear the name poet. 

An instance of how such judgment 
is suspended by a man’s contemporaries 
ix seen in the case of the well beloved 
Will Carleton. This rhymer of the com- 
mion heart speake directly out of his 
experience of “folksy folks” to the un- 
derstanding of men and women who are 
too much held by other toils to dig deep 
for their poetic treasures. He is ranked 
as follows by certain repositories of bi- 
ographical information that lie upon the 
present writer’s table. The Century 
Dictionary of Names ignores him en- 
tirely (edition of 1901), which is a8 to 
say that he is not a real litterateur; but 
he is slighted im very good company, 
be it noted. The revised International 
Dictionary—the Webster, of course— 
setd him on the excellent if much com- 
pressed list ‘of biographized folk, but 
rates him “an American verse writer,” 
while Longfellow is described as “an 
American poet.” The Twentieth Century 
Book of Facts, however, comes plumply 
out for him with the name “poet.” 

No other art name is touched so gin- 
gerly by those who know as this word 
poet. A painter may be of the house 
variety, and he whose landscape is il- 
lumined by the footlights is of the same 
family cognomen. A sculptor, to be 
sure, may grade off insensibly into a 
stone cutter or a clay modeler; but the

Taking the Census 


Much has been written lately about 
the elaborate provisions made by the 
United States for the taking of the cen- 
sus this year, and no little amount of 
self-glorification has been indulged in by 
the press regarding the perfection of the 
methods and machinery to be employed 
in reaching a true and rapid count. It 
may not be, however, amiss to glance 
at what has been done elsewhere in this 
direction. Sir H. H. Risley, secretary 
for the home department of India, re- 
cently introducetl in the council at Cal- 
cutta a bill for the holding of a census 
of.India in March, 1911. He said that 
India held the record for the magnitude 
of the census operations and the speed 
with which the results were published. 
Three hundred million people in India 
had been counted between seven o’clock 
and midnight, when the last census 
was held, and the results were published 
15 days later. The census was preem- 
inently the work of the Indian people. 


Loaf Bread 


It is perhaps worth recalling that the 
art of baking loaves came to Europe 
yuite late in history. Flat cakes were 
baked even in the earliest times, but as 
late as the beginning of the nineteenth 
century foaf bread was comparatively 
unknown in many parts of the continent.

University of Paris 


Not only is the University of Paris 
almost as big as that of Edinburgh, but 
it is just as cosmopolitan in regard to 
its students. They seem to flock there 
as they did in the middle ages, not only 
from all parts of Europe, but today 
from all the divisions of the world. 
There are now enrolled in the “Album” 
115 students from ‘Great Britain, 107 
from the United States, 165 from Egypt, 
233 from Roumania, 231 from Germany, 
139 from Austria-Hungary, 1356 from 
Russia. Other countries represented are 
Bulgaria, Greece, Canada, Mexico, Pan- 
ama, Buenos Aires, Rio de Janeifo, 
China and Japan. In»the case of the 
Turks, Hungarians and Argef#tinians, 
these are sent by their own governments. 
It is not only: Paris, we are told, that 
is so favored. Some of the provincial 
seats of learning have a good pe tage 
of foreign students. Twenty y ago 
Paris had on her books only 467 stu- 
dents, compared with 3000 today.—Ex-

of inspecting some of its many treasures. 
One of the objects of interest he was 
shown was a “Lesser George” among 
some Garter jewels, and it had always 
been believed that this jewel had be- 
longed to, and had been worn by, Prince 
Rupert, nephew of Charles I., by whom 
it gad been given to Edward, second 
Marquis of Worcester. Unfortunately 
accuracy of archeological detail has 
often been known to upset the most 
cherished family traditions, and on this 
occasion Mr. Laking was obliged to. point 
out. the impossibility of this particular 
Garter jéWel being the original one, 
owing to its style and manufacture 
clearly belonging to the period of the 
beginning of the nineteenth Century. Its 
association with Prince Rupert was 
therefore impossible. This point had, 
however, hardly been’ settled when, con- 
tinuing the inspection of the treasures, 
& search was made in an old cabinet, and 
there, among a heterogeneous collection,

i'they came across a smal! oval enameled 


plaque, pierced and modeled: “a jour” 
with the representation. of St. George 
the Dragon. Mr. Laking in- 
stantly recognized it as the center of 4 
Garter badge, but expressed regret that 
the setting with the famous “Honi soit 
qui mal y pense” was missing. Pres- 
ently, however, a fine gold enamel 
mount was discovered. The two pieces 
were placed together, and it was found 
that they fitted perfectly, with the re- 
sult that a “Lesser George” of the Order 
of the Garter of an early date and of 
great importance was brought to light. 
Once more the Beaufort family tradition 
was safe, for here, in all probability, 
was the Garter jewel which had belonged 
to, and been presented to the family by,’ 
Prince Rupert. Before finally closing 
the cabinet a still further search was 
made, which revealed another frame of 
a “Lesser George.” It was of greater 
beauty and larger than the first, of 
English workmanship, and of the same 
period. Unfortunately, its center 
medallion has not been found. However, 
as a fragment of a Garter jewel it is 
even more interesting than the first find, 


because the enameling is more brilliant,

and it also contains four of the original 
stones with which it was set. To whom. 
this second badge belonged it is impossi- 
ble to say; it may be that this one and 
not the first discovered specimen was the 
Rupert Garter badge. That these two 
fine examples of seventeenth century 


goldsmith’s work should have been cast 
nside as worthless or useless is not sur- 
prising, after their precious stones were 
lost. The present estimate for replacing 
the missing diamonds is $30,000. In those 
days their artistic merit or sentimental 
interest would not have been considered.

The excuse for this 1s not 
difficult to find. Massachusetts, by reason of her greater commercial 
prominence, has taken steps far in advance of her’sister states of this 
section looking to the prevention of illegitimate encroachments and 
monopolistic domination on the part of railway corporations and com- 
binations. 
Thus we find Mr. Mellen saying that while his company -will 
most assuredly obey the laws of Massachusetts, it 1s not willing that 
its code shall govern the conduct of the corporation in other New 
Ingland states. On the contrary, the company by taking advantage 
of the more liberal legislation in the other states of this group, with 
regard to the ownership and operation of traction lines, for instance, 
proposes to furnish Massachusetts with an object lesson which will 
cause her to regret the more restricted policy she has pur- 
sued in this partieular. W5uth regard to the financial interests of the 
New Haven, Mr. Mellen makes it clear that his road will not be 
limited in its operations even by the boundaries of New England. A 
market for its securities would be preferably sought and found in 
New England, but the corporation will not disregard its right to do 
business in other states because of any sentimental consideration. If 
the Boston Railroad Holding Company's bonds are not made a sav- 
ings bank investment in Massachusetts, they will be sold elsewhere. 
The question of electrification, of tunnel building, of transporta- 
tion improvement and expansion in general, resolves itself, accord- 
ing to Mr. Mellen’s statement of the New Haven’s policy into this: 
Is Massachusetts—is Boston—going to pitch in and help, or is it 
going to hold back and hamper ? ‘ ; 
~ Mr. Mellen is not alone among railroad managers in protesting 
against forced electrification at this time, a proceeding which would 
involve vast expenditure, check all other forms of development 
and possibly lead to bankruptcy; nor is he alone in desiring inde- 
pendent control of great public transportation improvements, and it 
is‘ only due to him to assume that he has at heart the welfare 
of the section of the country with whose interests his system 
is bound up. It would be well for Boston, Massachusetts and New 
England to take a broad and liberal view of the whole situation 
With the purpose of determining whether the present attitude of 
each and all toward the railroads is an attitude calculated in the 
long run to be advantageous, salutary and wholesome, or prejudicial, 
detrimental and unprofitable. 
Safeguards. for public rights should unquestionably be provided 
at every point, but they should not take the form of obstacles to 
improvement and progress. 


Status of 
the Postal 


Savings 


FRIENDS of the postal savings bill, it now 
appears, have recently: been needlessly 
alarmed over its prospects. This has been 
due mainly to the introduction by Senator 
Root of an amendment to allow the deposits 
to be used in the purchase of government 
bonds, a proposition exceedingly obnoxious | ' 
to western senators, particularly the insur- | Bill 
gents. It is a matter of common knowledge 


at the capital that President Taft is strongly 
in favor of the Root amendment, and that he would be willing to go 
to any length, short of risking the defeat of the bill, in order to have 
it incorporated in the measure. 

But we have ample assurances now that the Pres:dent will 
request Senator Root to withdraw the amendment if it is seen to 
imperil the enactment of a postal savings law, and that Senator Root 
will grant the request. The latter is quoted as saying that the 
postal savings bill as it stands at present 1s not worth the paper it 
is written on, but it is plain that he will neither oppose it nor do 
anything to impede its passage. Other lawyers of ability in the 
Senate are not in agreement with him regarding the unconstitution- 
ality of the bill as it stands today, but amiong the regular Republicans 
there is a disposition to strengthen it at every point. If the Root 
amendment be withdrawn, no doubt the insurgents, also, will assist in 
an effort to make the bill proof against attack on constitutional 


grounds.

It may be very hard for the Greeks of the kingdom to decline 
receiving their Cretan brethren and thus sanction the self-proclaimed 
annexation of Crete to Greece, seeing that it 1s a dream of nearly a 
century. But though the hope of reuyjion has been cherished ever 
since the Greek revolution, today the question is not Pan-Hellenic 
aspiration, but the simplest patriotism in forestalling another Turkish 
invasion. Not only is Greece much weaker now than she was thirteen 
years ago when Edhem ‘Pasha won his easy laurels at Larissa, and 
thanks to her deplorable domestic politics can count on much less 
sympathy from Europe than at that time, but the international situa- 
tion is so radically changed since that encounter, through fundamen-

firmer footing than the pessimism of the European press might indi- 
cate. While the Young Turks are eager to fight and get back on the 
battlefeld some of the prestige they lost through their barren, 
unstable regime, the recent steps of the powers may after all prevent 
‘the Greeks from giving the Turks the desired opportunity ; the Cretan 
delegates may never leave for Athens and again, the National Hellenic 
Assembly advocated by the military dictatorship may never be con- 
voked. But far more than that: Since the Austro-Serb crisis, the 
Balkan center of gravity has mysteriously shifted back to St. Peters- 
burg’from where the South Slavic federation as a forerunner of the 
prospective Balkan league is being engineered with unexpected suc- 
cess. Through Bulgaria as the nucleus of the federation Russian dip- 
lomacy has of late exerted a tremendous pressure on the Ottoman 
government with the result that the latter has shown 4% degree of 
patience with South Slavic swashbuckling that clearly points to a 
desire of reaching an amicable understanding without which any 
action against Greece would be out of the question. A war between 
Turkey and Bulgaria seemed far nearer at hand during the last weeks 
than even hostilities between Turkey and Greece, Macedonian affairs 
having apparently reached the most acute phase in years. But the 
rapid rise and fall of the mercury plainly shows that it is all-a game, 
so well played, by the way, that Austrian diplomacy is beginning to 
fret at being so entirely on the outside: Aehrenthal is consequently 
making strenuous efforts to patch it up with St. Petersburg without 
giving much thought to the feelings of Berlin. ‘The world is only 
just beginning to perceive what the meeting at Racconigi meant for 
the maintenance of peace. | 


ONE of Chicago’s most successful business 
men, reported to be a multi-millionaire, has 
published a book to prove that higher educa- 
tion is of no real worth to society but on the 
contrary does much harm and costs a lot of 
money. He substantiates his assertions with 
quotations from a _ goodly. number of 
America’s commercial leaders and others. 
“It is conservative,” he says, “to estimate 
that the expense of higher education in this 
nation must be at least $100,000,000 a year. And this enormous 
sum is literally thrown away, much to the injury of the country and 
its people.” This matter has been similarly and frequently stated 
and as often refuted. Between the collegian’s point of view and 
that of the non-collegian there is bound to be a difference. Since no 
man can be both college-bred and “‘self-educated” it is impossible for 
one to know of his own knowledge and experience which course ip 
life would have been the best for him to pursue. It is a truth, how-

ever, that college men are always glati that they acquired a college _— 


education, whereas many non-college men regret that they were not 
so fortunate. 

Many men attribute their small success in life to their lack of 
educational opportunities. -Few, if any, blame their failures to their 
fulness of education. “Nothing succeeds like success.” The 
successful man in almost any walk of life is likely to think that he 
needed just the environment he had to make him win. If he is a 


_ college man he is sure hts college training made him a winner; if he 


is a “self-made” man he is certain he never could have arrived had 
he “‘wasted” a number of years in college. The secret of the whole 
matter is that the man who has within him the sterling qualities of 
true worth is hikely to be a “success” whether he goes through college 
or not. 

“Knowledge is power.’ One who knows is better prepared than 
one who does not know. It is inconceivable that the most unkind 
critic of higher education would, 1f he could this very day, sweep 
from the land the scores of institutions having such education as their 
aim. Colleges will go on increasing in size and number. That 
they will also increase in worth and efficiency there is no reason to 
doubt. Meanwhile men of true worth and distinetion, despite’ their 
educational limitations, will continue to be graduated from the 
world’s big, busy, bookless college of “Hard Knocks.”

This beauty is one of the assets 
of a municipality, and anything that lessens it causes a distinct loss. 
“You go abroad,”’ says Charles N. Lamb, formerly president of the 
Municipal Art Society of New York, “and spend a good deal of 
money. What do you see? Streets and héuses. We have streets 
and houses here, But what element of difference is there that draws 
you there rather than induces you to stay at home? There is a 
plus element of artistic value.” That is what we are seeking to 
introduce here. We cannot have it so long as efforts are miillified 
by sufferance of unsightly billboards. We don’t want our homes 
any. more than our places of business to be identified by their 
proximity to glaring advertising signs, but we would have them 
known by their beauty, made the more apparent by the absence of 
disfiguring elements.

Indeed, until some seventeen 
years ago the interior of the great island was 
unknown. Now British money is flowing 
in and immense projects are under way. The 

local government has contracted with the ~~ "> 
Reid Newfoundland Company for the construction of five branch 
lines of railroad which will bring as many parts of the colony that 
are now isolated or reached only by steamer into direct communica- 
tion with St. Johns. The Reid company is a concern with $25,000,- 
000 capital, and almost boundless resources, measured by land which 
it received in railroad grants. Lord Northcliffe is the head of a 
paper and pulp company which has built at Grand Falls a model 
city that has already about 3000 inhabitants, and the Reid company 
is getting ready to start another enterprise of a similar character at 
Bishops Falls. Each town represents an outlay of about $6,000,000. 
An American engineer planned both of them, most of the machinery 
in both is of American manufacture and there are many American 
machinists there. Thus there is more than one reason why we 
should be interested in Newfoundland’s advance. 

Newfoundland hag direct steamship lines to Europe and to New 
York. Increasing numbers of Americans are going there every 
year to look around. The government had a surplus for the year 
just ended of $400,000. The chief revenue comes from the import 
tariff, which is on- about the \same scale as that of Canada A’ 
population of several millions could be supported in the interior of 
Newfoundland. The country abounds in copper, coal and iron. 
The government has arranged with an English firm to erect the 
first smelter on the west coast. Over a million tons of irom ore 
was exported last year, on which the government collected an export 
duty of 7% cents a ton, and there are 250,000,000 tons of ore in 
sight at the mines near St. Johns.
